ROOSEVELT. KING 
REACH ACCORD 
FOR TWO NATIONS 


Ottawa, Nov. 11—After thred days 
in Washington Premier King h&s re- 
turned to Ottawa with a reciprocity 
agreement; a pact which Ex-Premier 
Bennett tried five years to get. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt reacted instantly to 
the courtesy of the new Canadian 
Prime Minister and took ‘very little 
time to make up his mind that the 
terms proffered by Mr. King were 
equitable to both countries. 

Immediately after the government 
took office on Thanksgiving eve Mr. 
King called on the American minister 
here and at once opened negotiations 
for a reciprocity pact. The negotia- 
tions continued and when Mr. King 
went to. Washington last week the 
ground was all prepared. 5 

Mr. King’s diplomacy succeeded 
where Mr. Bennett’s failed. The 
terms of the agreement have not yet 
been made public, but will be an- 
_ nounced as soon as the details have 
been worked out. ‘ 

There can be no hitch in the pro- 
mulgation of the agreement, for: the 
President and the Premier negotiated 
on the basis of the powers of both 
possessed and neither the Canadian 
parliament not the American congress 
ean prevent the agreement being con- 
summated. Parliament and congress, 
having final power could revise 'the a- 
greements, but for the present the 
pact will stand as reached by Mr. 
King and Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. King, expressed great gratifi- 
cation today. He had just returned 
from the Remembrance Day ceremon- 
ies, and in announcing the agreement 
in his office he said: “The negotia- 
tions show a troubled world the way 
to solve its problems.” 

“T am glad on this Armistice Day, 
tobe able to inform you that the 
governments of Canada and th¢ Unit- 
ed States have reached a defi 
agreement,” said Mr. King. 

4 Terms Approved 

“The terms of the agreement were 
approved by the government of Can- 
ada.at a meeting held this morning, 
prior to the iproceedings on. Parlia- 
ment Hill. The formal text is now 
being prepared for signature. The 
agreement will be made public sim- 
ultaneously in Canada and-in the Un- 
ited States on the date of signature. 
It is expected that it will be possible 
to have the agreement in readiness 
for signature in the course of a few 


days.” 
“These are definite agreements 
which eliminate disagreements and 


unreasonable trade. restrictions,” Mr. 
King stated. He could not say when 
the agreements would be published

President Roosevelt spoke at Arl- 
ington cemetery in an Armistice com- 
memoration this morning and it was 
arranged that he should make a state- 
ment, as Mr. King did in Ottawa.

King called his cabinet for 9 o’clock 
this morning.and went over the terms 
of the agreement, They were unani- 
mous and also expressed the desire 
that Mr. King himself should sign 
the pact. The prime minister will 
therefore return to Washington to 
sign the agreement when it is ready.

Mr. King made it clear that the 
pact contained no restrictions that 
would interfere with Canada’s agree- 
ments with other countries. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. King some time in 
1936 will go to England for the re- 
vision. of the trade agreements with 
the United Kingdom.

NEWS LETTER 
FROM EDMONTON 


By T. B. Windross 


Edmonton, Nov. 12.—This week a 
very important announcement was 
made at Edmonton by Premier Aber- 
hart. It is important because it indi- 
cates what is being done and planned 
by the Social Credit administration to 
meet the financial situation in which 
it found the province when it took of- 
fice. A plan to refund the whole of 
the province’s ‘public debt so. as to put 
it on a lower basis of interest pay- 
ments and save a possible $3,000,000 
annually for the people. 

The public debt of Alberta is now 
approximately $155,000,000 and the 
cabinet has come to the conclusion 
that this huge sum cannot be paid 
without a reduction in the interest 
charges being made. The proposal, 
which has been carefully thought out 
by the ministry under‘ advisement 
from Robert J. Magor, Montreal ac- 
tuary and engineer, will be presented 
to the Ottawa government this month 
when Premier Aberhart and several 
of his cabinet collegues go to the fed- 
eral capital. 

It is anticipated the cities of Ed- 
monton and Calgary will join in the 


_proposal, and in that case the prin- 


cipal sum will be increased to around 
$200,000,000, and the total interest 
saving will be around $4,000,000. A 
guarantee by the federal government 
of this sum, will be sought. 

Another feature of the financial 
plan of the provincial government is 


‘a proposal to transfer the administra- 
tion of the province’s income tax to 


the dominion in order to eliminate the 
present duplication and save the pro- 
vince around $60,000 a year in the 
cost of operating the department here. 
The federal government’s - service 
could be utilized in collecting this 
provineial tax. i i 

It is proposed to put the collection 
of the tax in the hands of the domin- 
ion income. tax department. After’ 
making deductions for the cost of col- 
lection, the dominion could then place 
the amount collected to the credit of 
the province in payment of its in- 
debtedness to the federal government. 
’ The provincial income tax branch 
has a staff in Edmonton of 34 includ- 
ing assessors and clerks and some 
changes in this staff would likely re- 
sult,

culminated in’ the Dominion Day rioting in Regina, in which a city police 
detective lost his l‘fe and scores were injured. 

The. inquiry, which is to be held in Regina may be regarded as an event 
of major importance to the whole country, in view of the fact that charges 
have been made public that the purpose and intent of the movement was to} 
upset the constituted government of Canada afid to impose on the country 
& government by unlawful means. ‘ 

This has been denied by the strikers’ leaders, who have insistently de- | 
clared that their purpose was peaceful and inspired only with the desire | 
to draw their grievances to the attention of the Federal government and 


j 


the people in the hope that by this means these grievances would be remedied. |" 


Which is correct, the charge or the denial, the people at large have no | 
means of knowing at the present time, but it is sincerely to be hoped that | 
sufficient evidence will be brought before the Commission ‘to settle the ques- 
tion definitely one way or the other. : 

The charge, of course, is a serious one, since, if true, it involves a seri- 
ous threat to the democratic form of government which has been bequeathed 
to the people of Canada and has been carefully fostered and cherished by 
them since Confederation. The whole trend of the history of the country 
since that date has been to bulwark and strengthen that form of ‘govern- 
ment which decrees that at periodic intervals the people of the country shall | 
decide by their ballots at the polls what administrative policies they desire. 

On the other hand, if there is no truth in the charge, the public is en- 
titled to know it. During their advance through the provinces of British 
Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan as fdr as Regina, the young men 
making their way towards Ottawa gained a measure of sympathy and. sup- 
port from a section of the public. 

Those who assisted the lads on their trip to the capital in the belief 
that it was a peaceful delegation to supplicate the government to terminate 
certain grievances, whether those grievances were real or fancied, will want 
to know whether their confidence was misplaced or not. 

Those young men who joined the movement in a spirit of youthful ad- 
venture as the strikers progressed through the western provinces, as is! 
alleged many of them did on the assumption that-it was a peaceful and | 
law-abiding pilgrimage, will also want to know whether they were bound | 
on an innocent quest or were unwitting and pliable tools in the hands of a} 
menacing leadersh‘p, as has also been alleged. 

These are matters which should be cleared up definitely and finally for | 
the sake of the peace of mind of the public generally and, for the informa- | 
tion of participants in the march and of those who sympathized with them | 
and aided them. ’ 

There is only one way, however, for these question to be definitely de- | 
‘termined and: that is‘ by all those who have specific information on the) 
movement and its motives to come forward and offer their testimony with- 
out fear or favor. Such information, no matter what it may be, provided it 
is reliable, will, it is safe to say; be welcomed by the Commission and the 
public. ; 

It must be borne in mind that the Commission is purely a fact-finding 
body. It is not charged with the duty of. drawing conclusions from the 
evidence adduced, or of making recommendations as a result of the in- 
formation it receives. : 

The Commission's duties are confined to bringing out whatever facts 
they and their counsel may be able to secure and, while, no doubt, every 
effort will be made to gain as much information as possible, the value of 
the Commission’s work to the public will be limited to the extent that such 
information is made available. als 

If those who have important information on the subject matter of the 
inquiry, neglect to bring it to the Commission's attention, to that extent 
the investigation will necessarily fail to fulfill its full purpose and to that 
degree the inquiry will be disappointing. 

‘No matter how economically handled a Royal Commission inquiry is | 
bound to involve considerable expenditure and it is to be hoped that those 
who have information of value will submit it and help the public to secure 

a good return for the expense entailed.

Washington, Nov. 11.— President 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie King 
of ‘Canada, “have reached a definite 
agreement which will eliminate. dis- 
agreements and unreasonable (trade) 
restrictions and thus work to the ad- 
vantage” of both countries. 

Text of the president’s reference to 
Canadian-American relations follows: 

“It is fitting that on this Armis- 
tice Day, I am privileged to tell you 
that between us and a great neigh- 
‘bor, another act cementing our _his- 
toric friendship has been.agreed up- 
on and is being consumated. Between 
Canada and the United States exists 
a neighborliness, a genuine friend- 
ship which for over a century has dis- 
pelled every. passing rift. 

Closely Knit 

“Our two peoples, each independ- 
ent in themselves, are closely knit by 
ties of blood and a common heritage; 
our standards of life are substantially 
the same; our commerce and economic 
conditions rest upon the same founda- 
tions... Between two such peoples, if 
we would build constructively for 
peace and progress, the flow of inter- 
course should be mutually beneficial 
and not unduly hampered. Each has 
much to gain by material profit and 
by increased employment through the 
means of enlarged trade, one with the 
other. 

Definite Agreement 

“I am therefore, happy to be able 
to tell you on Armistice Day that the 
Canadian Prime Minister and I, after 
thoughtful discussion of our national 
problems, have reached & definite ag- 
reement which will eliminate disag- 
reements and unreasonable _restric- 
tions, and thus work.to the advantage 
of both Canada “and the United 
States. 

‘“The power of good example is the 
strongest force in the world.
